Document 1: JP, 2000-265048, A (Polyplaslics Co., Ltd.), 26 September, 2000 (26.09.00) 
Claims 1-8: 

The subject matters of claims 1-8 appear to involve an inventive step according to document 
1 cited in the 1SR. 

In document 1, a resin composition for sliding members which is comprised of hydrocarbon 
wax, at least one type selected from the groups of phosphates, sulphates, and carbonates, phenoxy 
resin, compalibilizing agent, and polybutylene terephthalate resin as the remainder is not described. 
However, according to this invention, when using a soft metal of aluminum alloy as a mating 
material, a product that yields a sliding member, which exhibits excellent frictional and wearing 
properties are exhibited showing advantageous results. 

Claim 9: 

The subject matter of claim 9 appears to involve an inventive step according to document 1 
cited in the 1SR. 

In document 1 , sliding members, which are comprised of hydrocarbon wax, at least one type 
selected from the groups of phosphates, sulphates, and carbonates, phenoxy resin , compalibilizing 
agent, and polybutylene terephthalate resin formed from a resin composition as the remainder is not 
described. However, according to this invention, when using a soft metal of aluminum alloy as a 
mating material, excellent frictional and wearing properties are exhibited showing advantageous 
results.
